The Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance included at page 3 of the 

outstanding Office Action states: 

The prior art of record fail to teach or suggest a 
magnetoresistive memory device comprising a laminated body 
including a magnetoresistive layer ... an annular magnetic layer 
arranged at a side of one face of the laminated body to 
constitute an axial direction by a direction along the laminated 
bode layer face, and a plurality of lead wires penetrating the 
annular magnetic layer. 

Applicants note that the "magnetoresistive layer" is not recited in the independent 

claims. Similarly, "the laminated bode layer face" is not recited in the independent claims. 

Additionally, Claim 1 4 does not include the feature that "a plurality of lead wires penetrating 

the annular magnetic layer."
